Further context based 
related icons can be used to select sports related memora- 
bilia or merchandise, as well as retrieve additional sports 
information, which would have more depth than simply the 
scores, such as who scored. Still further in depth, a selected 
icon 80 may provide a link to other commentary on such 
things as team standings in a league, the performance of a 
particular player or other statistics for instance. 

Further the icons may be animated and have three dimen- 
sional looks or arrangements to them. 
Integration of Multiple Sources 

The content guide of this invention provides a single point 
of entry to multiple sources. For example, listing the cells 
will not be restricted to individual television channel 
contents, but may be mixed with other service offerings. As 2 o 
an example, the user may have either digital satellite 
delivery, cable access, and conventional over the air broad- 
cast offerings. Further, computer based text and database 
systems, such as an on-line chat service which could, for 
example, be provided by American On-line® (AOL) or 
CompuServe® (CIS) (icon 90), may be presented. This 
presentation might be next to a program listing for a given 
movie which may be viewable either on a conventional 
broadcast channel or in a digital satellite channel. Usenet 
groups related to the program could also be tied to a given 
cell. Also searchable databases could likewise be placed on 
the same screen such as the "Time®" magazine archives 
1010 in FIG. 5. 

Clicking on the chat session cell will cause the computer 
to execute those embedded commands which are necessary 
to activate a specified chat session and this chat session can 
be tied directly to a movie cell or other television program 
cell, such as is shown in FIG. 3. The video window (100) as 
shown in FIG. 3 when highlighted and selected (for 
example), would cause the television portion of the com- 
puter to tune to that channel. This will allow a user an easy 
mechanism to engage in a given chat session which is tied 
to a given television show. This also provides a simplified 45 
mechanism by which the user can select the chat session. By 
providing an arrangement in which the chat session is tied to 
a given movie for example, it provides an uniform ease of 
access for a user. 

Additionally, as part of this integration of multiple 
sources, a given advertiser may provide as part of their 
program, information for example to automatically connect 
to a world wide web page or the like, which may also be 
selected by a user without having to retype the information, 55 

By having the computerized data base that is part of this 
invention, it is possible to store information with respect to 
a given user to learn their usage pattern. Log files are easily 
maintained which will store a pattern of uses. This infor- 
mation can be used by the computer by retrieval of the 60 
information from the log files to form a data base which is 
correlated by the computer to determine likely settings and 
preferred channels and programs that an individual user 
might use. As an example, if a user four nights in a row 65 
watches the 10 O'clock news on a particular channel, the 
computer can recognize this fact and present an option to the

user to turn on either immediately before the 10 O'clock 
news or exactly at the 10 O'clock news hour and tune to that 
channel. 

By issuing an additional command to the system, a 
rearrangement and resorting of the display of the individual 
cells can be implemented. A conventional filtering type of 
command can likewise be implemented so as to provide the 
display in the manner contemplated by FIG. 4. 

What is claimed is: 

1. A computer system for the display of a selection guide 
for multiple sources information, said computer system 
comprising: 

a means for producing a visual display, the visual display 
including a plurality of guide cells; 

a means for embedding a first icon within a first of the 
plurality of guide cells, the first icon associated with a 
first executable function to display a graphic advertise- 
ment; 

a means for embedding a second icon within a second of 
the plurality of guide cells, the second icon associated 
a second executable function to permit a user to pur- 
chase a product; 

means for a user to select one of the first icon and the 
second icon; 

means for controlling the execution of the first executable 
function and for controlling the execution of the second 
executable function in response to the user selecting 
one of the first icon and the second icon; and 

means to re -organize the layout and organization of the 
guide cells based upon a user input and according to 
one of a plurality of prestored and preselected schemes. 

2. The computer system as recited in claim 1, and further 
comprising a data storage device for storing data associated 
with said graphic advertisement. 

3. The computer system as recited in claim 1, wherein said 
graphic advertisement includes at least one of a video clip 
and a sound portion, 

4. The computer system as recited in claim 1, and further 
comprising: 

a means for embedding a third icon within a third of the 
plurality of guide cells, the third icon associated a third 
executable function to permit a user link to the internet; 

said means for a user to select one of the first icon and the 
second icon further for a user to select one of the first 
icon, the second icon, and the third icon; and 

said means for controlling the execution of the first 
executable function and for controlling the execution of 
the second executable function further for controlling 
the execution of the third executable function in 
response to the user selecting one of the first icon, the 
second icon, and the third icon. 

5. A computer system for the display of a selection guide 
for multiple sources information, said computer system 
comprising: 

a means for producing a visual display, the visual display 

including a plurality of guide cells; 
a means for embedding at least a first icon within a first 

of the plurality of guide cells, the first icon associated 

with a first executable function to display a graphic 

advertisement; 
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means, responsive to a user, for selecting the first icon; 
means for controlling the execution of the first executable 
function; and 

means to re-organize the layout and organization of the 
guide cells based upon a user input and according to 5 
one of a plurality of prestored and preselected schemes. 

6. The computer system as recited in claim 5, wherein said 
means for embedding further for embedding a second icon 
within a second of the plurality of guide cells, the second 1Q 
icon associated with a second executable function. 

7. The computer system as recited in claim 6, wherein said 
means for selecting said first icon further for selecting, in 
response to the user, one of said first icon and said second 
icon. 15 

8. The computer system as recited in claim 7, wherein said 
means for controlling the execution of the first executable 
function, further for controlling the execution of the second 
executable function. 
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9. The computer system as recited in claim 8, wherein said 
means for controlling the execution of the first executable 
function, further for controlling the execution of one of the 
first executable function and the second executable function 
in response to the user selecting one of the first icon and the 
second icon. 

10. The computer system as recited in claim 9, wherein 
said second executable function is for displaying an offer 
and link to purchase a product. 

11. The computer system as recited in claim 9, wherein 
said second executable function is for linking a user to the 
internet. 

12. The computer system as recited in claim 9, and further 
comprising a storage device for storing data associated with 
said first executable function.
